Last  week  the  newspapers  car¬ 
ried  an  account  of  a  warning  issued 
against  ^slot  machines  on  the  Gulf 
Coast.  From  a  report  written  by 
Charles  M.  Hills,  reporter  for  the 
Jackson  Clarion-Ledger,  we  quote: 

"Adjutant  General  William  P. 
Wilson,  head  of  the  Mississippi  Na¬ 
tional  Guard,  Saturday  warned  au¬ 
thorities  and  night  club  operators 
in  Harrison  County  that  slot  ma¬ 
chines  must  be  abolished. 

“While  this  was  going  on,  two 
squads  of  guardsmen  were  check- 
rng  a  number  of  places— reported 
npefnYtfr*  srtcri’  tnnrfirnrs  ri rrrf ' 
issuing  warnings  to  operators.  The 
three-man  squads  told  a  number 
of  operators  that  gambling  ma¬ 
chines  must  be  taken  out. 

“The  action  follows  an  order 
extended  Friday  by  Gov.  Hugh  L. 
White  in  Jackson,  that  such  ma¬ 
chines  must  be  taken  out. 

“McDonnell  (Harrison  County 
sheriff)  told  newsmen  that  he  knew 
of  no  "one-armed  bandits"  in  his 
county.

If  a  drunken  driver  is  seen  weav¬ 
ing  from  one  side  of  the  road  to 
the  other,  as  per  the  Gulf  Coast  ac¬ 
tion  they  should  be  warned  to  quit 
such  dangerous  driving  or  else  their 
liquor  will  be  poured  out.  If  any 
other  law-violators  are  seen,  they, 
too,  should  be  warned  to  stop  any 
illegal  action  or  else  their  tools 
will  be  taken  away  from  them. 
This  is  only  a  matter  of  fairness.  If

law-breakers,  we  Should  warn  all 
sets. 

A  better  plan  would  be  to  en¬ 
force  the  law.
